JASPER PARK WILL OUTSTRIP ALL 
OTHER PARKS IN THE DOMINION 


Howard Douglas, Commissioner of Parks, Declares That Great Dominion 


Park Reserve, West of Edmonto 0, Will Be the Most I 


portant in 


Canada—Complete Precautions to be Taken tw Fully Protect Reserve 
From Fire—Commissioner to Visit Park This Month, 


Perhaps the most attractive and In- 
teresting of the blue books = issued 
from the government offices iy Ot- 
tawa is the report of the commission- 
er of Dominion parks, a copy of which 
has just been, received by the Bulle- 
tin. This annual report, the second 
to be presented by the commissioner, 
Howard Douglas, of Edmonton, is 
handsomely illustrated with 30 views 
of surpassingly beautiful scenery in 
the regions of lake, mountain and 
plain comprised in the 11,136 square 
miles of the seven large Dominion 
parks, The report contains 56 pages 
and in this space the commissioner 
deals with 47 topics. 

The description given by Mr. Doug- 
jas of the Jasper park reserve, which 
he visited in September, 1909, to- 
gether with R. H, Campbell, super- 
intendent of forestry, is most inter- 
esting. Mr. Douglas says of this park 
which he is to visit again towards 
the end of the present month that it 
is the intention to commence its de- 
Velopment and improvement as soon 
as the advent of the railway will 
permit. The steel of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway is now laid to a point 
within ten miles of the boundary of 
the park which was reached by Mr. 
Douglas and his party with packers 
and a pack outfit in the fall of 1909 
only after considerable hardship, Mr. 


| Douglas is now preparing a compre. 


hensive scheme for the exploration of 
this park during the coming sum- 
mer, i 

Jasper Park Described. 

In his report Mr. Douglas says of 
the Jasper park reseryve:—— 

“This is the most important and 
largest acquisition to the already im- 
mense area of reserved forest lands 
set aside by the Dominion govern- 
ment. 


“This park contains five thousand 
square miles of valley and mountain- 
ous country, Which almost equals 
half the size of the Kingdom of Bel- 
gium, and if ten such reservations 
were made our total amount of forest 
and park lands would more than equal 
the entire Kingdom of England. Per- 
haps no ‘portion of the great north 
country has retained more old historic 
landmarks and associations than does 
this expansive tract of country. It 
includes all the mountains east of the 
great divide which separates the pro- 
vince of Alberta from British Colum- 
bia and embraced within the water 
sheds of the Saskatchewan and Atha- 
baska rivers, The Yellowhead pass 
being the entrance to the park, this 
magnificent country will goon he 
brought in touch with the outside 
world by the construction of the 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific railway. Much 
has been said of the grandeur of 
Mount Robson (13,700 feet high) and 
the inaccessibility and difficulty of 
escent have induced many to endure 
the hardships of the trip in an en- 
deavor to conquer this highest peak 
in the Canadian rockies, Although 
the British Columbia boundary line 
cuts it out of this park it will, for 
all exploration and tourist purposes, 
likely remain forever virtually a part 
of this reserve. 

“It de the intention to commence 
the development and improvement of 
this region as soon as the advent of

PREPARING FOR 
THE CORONATION 


Westminster Abbey in Hands of 
Contractors —Battle of Flowers 
Now Taking Place 


London, March 21.—iWestmin- 
ster Abbey is closed to the publie in 
preparation for the crowning of King 
George and Queen Mary. Until that 
picturesque event is over, the stately 
building, where great martial vic- 
tories were ceelbrated by processiong 
und Te Deums, and where for three 
centuries in dts bautiful Chapter 
flouse the Parliamentary government 
of Britain and her colonies was con. 
ducted, will be resigned to the rough 
offices of the contractor and his 
workmen, For the purposes of the 
Coronation there is a space between 
the transepts, technically known as 
“the theatre’’—where the statues of 
Peel and Gladstone look across to 
the statue of D'Israelim—and there a 
Breat platform will be erected for 
the thrones of the King and Queen, 

The Coronation Chairs, 

There are two coronation chairs in 
the Abbey. One Was made for the 
crowning of William and Mary, but 
the more ancient one is the chair 
made for Edward 1. to enclose the 
famous stone of Scone. Tradition 
identifies this stone with the one 
upon which Jacob rested his head 
at Bethel; Jacob’s sons carried it to 
Egypt and then it passed to Spain 
With King Gathelus, son of Ceeropa, 
the builder of Athens, About 700 
i3.C, the stone appeared in Ireland, 
whither it was carried by the Span- 
ish King’s son, Simon Brech, on his 
invasion of “the distressful island.’ 
There it Was placed upon the sacred 
hill of Tara and called Lia-Fail, the 
“fatal” stone, or the “stone of des- 
tiny”; for, when the Irish kings were 
seated upon it at coronations, the 
one, 80 says tradition, groaned 
aloud if the claimant were of Royal 
race, but remained silent if he were 
a pretender, In 330 BC, Fergus, 
the founder of the Scottish monarchy, 
and & member of the blood Royal of 
Ireland, received the stone in Seot- 
land, and King Kenneth, in the 
middle of the ninth century, de- 
posited jt in the monastery of Scone, 
in Perthshire This older of the 
two coronation chairs is made of 
oak, thes urface of which is covered 
in many places With a mosaie of 
differently colored class, ornamented 
with elaborate gilding, Sightseeing 
vandals in the eighteenth century 
and later disfigured the oak surface 
of the chair with their intials and 
ignorant or  officious functionaries
